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lo. Inman effort to reuew negotiations for the Frensh treaty and strengthen the ties 
between the MRP and the Czech People’s Party, Minister of Posts Hala prepared a, 
long secret dispatch for Bidault. Duchacek was to take it to Parig 27 duly and 
prepere the ground with MRP for a vieit by Hele Imter in the summer, Hala wil} 
alse seek contact with Christian elements in the British Labour Party. 


éo Hala’s dispatch explains the reversal in the Czech atand ou the Parie Conference 
in terms of geography, the allience with tho USSR,end the fact of Conmunist 
power in Czechoslovakia. But Hole ewphasizes the economic necessity of clese 
relations with the West since at best. the eastern countries can take only one 
third of Czechoslovakia's exports. sla also traces the development of events 
in the Gottwald mission ta Moscow. Since Czechoslovakia would suifes: moat from 
a worldwide eplit of fast and West, the policy of the Poopleta Party is directed 
toward avoiding that split. 


So In his message Hale reminds Bideult that Stalin is not opposed te the Franso. 
Gzach pact but that he objects to weakness in the text. Since both parties are 
interested in the whole spirit of the pact, France should broaden the text. The 
moral support thus given the Czech people would help them avoid the fesling of 
abandonment which he saya must be avoided at all costs. 
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
